Piracy in the China Seas. 

Further to the remarks. which 
appeared in the report ‘for 1929, 
this subject contigues. -to receive 
careful attention. in collaboration 
with the China Coast Officers 
Guild and the Marine ‘Engineers 
Guild'of China, ‘It-was.announced 
that the Government intended to 
remove the white troops which 
had been provided as guards for 
the vessels in the danger zone. 

A deputation comprising repre- 
sentatives of the Officers Federa- 
tion and of the British India 
Steam Navigation Company, the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, the 
China Navigation Company, and 
Indo-Chint™ Steam Navigation 
Company, attended upon the 
Financial: Secretary of the 
Admiralty to represent the dan- 
ger to which British shipping in 
the China Seas would be exposed 
if the white guards were re- 
moved. The deputation was 
successful in so far that the.date 
of the withdrawal of white 
guards was postponed, | but the 
Government insisted on substitu- 
tion by Jndian guards at an early 
date, and maintain that the cost 
of such ‘guards muét:b¥ to ships 
owners’ account. ‘The Officers’ 
Federation lodged strong protest; 
pointing out that there was ample 
precedent for Government ex- 
penditure q1 matters affecting 
large individual trades. 

Special attention was drawn to 
the fact that’ the Government 
quite properly. pay for the fishery 
protection service in Great -Bri- 
tain and largely contribute to- 
wards the cost ‘of the Inter. 
national Ice Patrol in the North 
Atlantic. - The council of the 
federation feels that to impose 
upon the industry. the cost of 
prosecting British ships is a de- 
fimtely unsatisfactory and new 
precedent which ‘is detrimental 
hot only to the safety of lives and 
ships, but also to conditions of 
service of officers.. It may be that 
the legality. of the Government's 
action in imposing these charges 
‘iM arguable.

I shudder to think of endless days 
of tramping through tha, land, 
begging our way through the big 
cities, Mother and I tried our 
utmost to make ourselves useful 
at home but our slender earnings 
did not better our position in any 
way. In sheer desperation, there- 
fore, we crept on board the 
eton Bay at Fremantle to 
e a bold bid to see the last of 
tht scene of our misfortunes.” 
The End of Endurance. 

Here Miss Bennett's mother 
took up the conversation.. “My 
husband has strained every effort 
to obtain work but without any 
success. My decision to stowaway 
was made.after we had reached 
the Hmit' of suffering. Every 
member of our family has made 
great ‘sacrifices for each other 
and that only has made life toler- 
able for us,” she declared, making 
4 great effort not to break down 
under the stress of emotion. 
“God knows what is in store, ae 
us when we get back: 
Australia.” 

Mrs, Bennett and their children 
were given in the charge of the 
Colombo Y.W.C.A: . authorities, 
pending their repatriation. They 
will be sent back by the next 
steamer to Fremantle. 

Prison for Three Men. 

The men stowaways gave their 
names as. Arthur Simpkins, 
William Louis and Oliver Jones. 
They swere sentenced. to a month's 
simple imprisonment each to be 
followed by repatriation to Aus- 
tralia. After his trial, Simpkins 
was heard to remark that he. vas 
entitled to some remuneration ‘as 
he had_ worked for eight hours 
cach day on board during "the 
voyage from Fremantle.

“Talkie technique ‘ts at a “most 
interesting stage,” he continued, 
“for, in my opinion, the mechani- 
cal resources at the disposal of 
the ‘producer have gone far ahead 


‘of hia technical and artistic ex- 


perience. * ‘ 
“Of one thing, however. I am] 
certain—I am not going to secitle 


down to the' regular life of a 
dramatiat. Play-writing cannot 
be forced, and there Is too much 
tendency in the modern: theatre 
to expect authora to turn out 
plays at regular intervals. 

"Play-writing consists of the 
gradual development of a theme. 
At present I ha ‘about half-a- 
dozen themes in ..y head.” 

_An Antarctle Theme. — 

Asked whether, as has been 
commonly reported, he was con- 
templating writing a play about 
an Antarctic -expedition, Mr. 
Sherriff sald: “That is possible, 
but all depends, on whether the 
theme takes shape. Probably 1 
shall go to Poland this summer 
to see the production there of 
‘Journey’s End,’ and during my 
holiday either this“ or another 
‘theme may develop into a full 
length play.” 

Discussing the reasons for the 
success of “Journey’s End,” Mr. 
Sherriff said; “I chanced to ht 
on the idea of putting the War 
into the Yatural medium of the 
dug-ovt, The dug-out is, I am 
‘sure, the best means of express- 
ing the War as a dramatic unity. 
T' was also. fortunate in’ having it 
producéd at the right time, when 
critics’ and public alike were 
ready for a .War play. 

Since then there has been & 
glut of War plays and novels; 
and now either the public taste, 
has become jaded or else’, the 
standard has fallen off. That ac- 
counts for the present. slump. in 
War Hterature.. . 

“The novel of. ‘Journey's End’ 
suffered in the slump, as did 
‘Suspense,’ which I read with tre- 
mendous interest. But I am sure 
that this “lump is temporary, and 
‘that the popular taste for War 
Hterature comes and goes - In, 
cycles. . 
War Literature. . 

“T think that the: War has -pro- 
duced, one or two outstanding 
works of literature. - I consider 
Blundén’s ‘Undertones of War’ 
the finest War book ‘I have read, 
and after that Robert Grave's 
“Good-bye to All: That.’ 

“With regard to 
Green’ I would like to say how 
deeply grateful | am to the 
critics for their attitude towards 
it. After ‘Journey’s End’ IY had 
great. diffleulty in finding an ‘on- 
tirely new theme; and go I took 
the centr. idea of an old play 
of mine. 

“It. {a incorrect to say. that 
‘Badger’s Green’ Is ‘merely a. doc: 
tored version of this old play; and 
I doubt if the two playa have ten 
words in. common, . 

“I wrote “Badger’s Green’ ‘with 
a definite object. Jt was’ meant 
to be a reaction trom the War en-
